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THE STAND'.RD OF INTEGRITY 

As the controversy over the fiscal 
policy of the Uniteu States rages, 
dividing the nation's economists Into 
two divergent groups, one fact emerg¬ 
es with startling clarity: namely, that 
what is neerled Is not so much a 
standard based on any given quantity 
of yellow metal, but a standard of 
financial Integrity. 

Isist March, at the same time that 
the administration placed an embargo 
on gold, the nation was In the throes 
of a senatorial Investigation Into the 
financial practices of men who were 
numbered among the greatest of the 
country's financiers. No man would 
dare deny that the results of these 
Investigations shook the nation's con¬ 
fidence far more than dereliction of 
a metal base. 

The lack of the true gold standard, 
the standard of Integrity and charac¬ 
ter. caused more tremors than any 
restriction In the flow of mined gold. 
These Investigations brought forth the 
fact that the dealings of these men 
had been governed by considerations 
•of mere legality. The moral and eth¬ 
ical were disregarded. In other words, 
-even In those far-distant days of the 
boom years, the true gold standard 
of the nation was being Jettisoned by 
men who would have screnmerl their 
protests at any suggestion that the 
yellow metal base be deserted. 

Today, after the gold standard has 
been abandoned, there are some who 
are too ready to take advantage of 
the sympathy that has grown up for 
slebtors. Tho an occasion for leniency 
exists, this Is no Justification for an 
attempt by some who could pay to 
escape obligations entirely. 

There are economists who declare 
that gold Is not a true standard for 
the financial system. These men say 
that currency should he Issued against 
the national resources, against the 
natural abundance that Is evident all 
about us. lyet us grant the assumption 
that such a standard could l>e set up. 
Base It on the purely material wealth, 
the empire of wheat, the mines, the 
oil wells, the huge Industrial machine. 
Yet without Integrity, what have we? 
Have we not a house without founda¬ 
tion? A dwelling hullt uimn sand? 

Economists of another school de¬ 
clare the world must return to the 
gold standard, that there has been no 
failure of that standard but only a 
failure to use It correctly. They arguo 
that gold la better than any substi¬ 
tute, that It con no longer be expected 
to operate automatically, but can be 
Intelligently managed to serve Its tra¬ 
ditional purpose. But again, what 
have we. unless we have honesty? 

It Is doubtful If there Is In tho 
world today—In the face of the tre¬ 
mendous tide of change that Is sweep¬ 
ing the nations—a man hold enough to 
attempt to prophesy what the mone¬ 
tary policy of any nation will be a 
decade hence. But the veriest babe In 
financial matters knows that the flnan- 
•clal house, regardless of Its structure, 
must still be erwted uimii the rock of 
Integrity; that the gold underlying 
whatever policy exists must he char¬ 
acter. 

The need that cries from the house¬ 
tops today is for financial Integrity— 
a character standard to support, not 
only the currency, hut the whole eco¬ 
nomic and social structure of the 
nation and the world. In .Vinerlca one 
or the other of contending groups will 
win Its case and a definite is.llcy Is: 
dtK.'lded upon. But whatever the de- 
•clslon, the one standard will renmin— 
Integrity.—Christian Heletice Monitor.

During the past week Henry Ford 
and William Randolph Hearst ex¬ 
pressed their views on the president's 
industrial recovery program, and In 
emphatic terms. Their statements were 
significant because thev are two of 
America's largest employers, and In 
each Instance what they had to say 
was spontaneous. It Is a fair Inference 
that each considered It his duty to 
make his position clear, and each 
chose a manner calculated to attract 
the widest attention of the public os 
well ns the many thousands on their 
respective pay rolls. 

Mr. Ford rarely mokes a speech, 
hut over a long distance telephone 
hookup from Dearborn he nddre8se<l 
more than 10,000 of his dealers assem¬ 
bled In H2 cities, as follows; "I think 
10.14 will be a good year for everybody 
that works. That is one thing the de¬ 
pression has taught us. Tho only thing 
that can pull this country thru Is 
work. There Is plenty of work to do. 
We have all got to pitch In and do 
all the business we can to help the 
president pull the country out of the 
hole.” A few days previously hts Dear¬ 
born Independent had said e<IitorlalIy ; 
"Let It be said, and even taken as a 
prophecy, that the NRA is here to 
stay. It Is at least one of the moat 
human and e<|uitahle acts passed for 
the common good in many years.” 

I’nder the title "We Live and Learn 
—.Sometimes,” Mr. Hearst addressed 
to all his new.spapers an analysis of 
the national Industrial recovery act 
and Its administration, which clearly 
revealed Ills apprei-latlon of the pur¬ 
poses of both. "The NBA,” he said, 
“can advance to complete su<-cess as 
Industry recovers, and umpiestlonably 
when Industry has eventually entirely 
recovered, the policies of NRA will 
not only benefit labor hut will benefit 
Industry. They will. In fact, la-iiefit 
the nation. They will make the whole 
community prosis>rous. The principle 
of the measure Is just. The funda¬ 
mental effort of Nll.V should lie to 
build up Industry thru governmental 
cooiH-ratlon with industry and super¬ 
vision of Industry thru elimination of 
waste and of harmful competition.”

Reeenll.v the inlltor of the Hailey, 
Idaho, Times asked Senator Borah to 
define his position on silver. In reply, 
Mr. Borah said; 

"It may be that we .shall find that 
the anuaint of currency Inflation wo 
require to sub8tantiall.v extinguish the 
ex.sting parity between farm products 
iiid finished goods should be in the 
I'orni of silver certificates, backi’d by 
sonic definite iierccntage of silver at 
a fixed or flexible ratio with gold... 

■‘.ts between the alternative of iierl- 
dlc retirement of new treasury note.s 
and the permanent u.se of silver har¬ 
nessed with gold. I am now heartilv 
in agreement with the proposition 
that the latter plan. If adopted by our 
government, would become a comtadl- 
Ing factor in adoliting the prlncllde as 
Inclusive In a world monetary stahll- 
ixatlon plan.... 

".Vinong other universal benefits 
such a cousuiniition would, to almost 
astronomical figures, revitalize our 
t‘xport trade with three fifths of the 
lieople of the world." 

There Is growing sentiment, among 
business men and among inibllc men 
f all parties and schools of thought, 
that general deprcsslou and the de- 
tiressed price of silver are strongly 
related, and that widespread recovery 
must be accom|»anied b,v some idaii to 
nionctl/.e ami revalue sllier. Its col¬ 
lapse was aceomiianlcd by what 
amounts to virtual elimination of our 
foreign trade. Few national atid Inter- 
natloiml problems are so vital—none 
requires more exis'rt ami unbiased 
study. 


EXPLANATION WANTED 


I am unable to understand Jnst 
what Chase McClure was driving at 
In his story "Marching On 1” published 
In last week's Courier. 

No doubt it Is a good story, hut I 
cannot understand It. No doubt Mr. 
McClure had a definite message In 
mind when he wrote the story, but I 
cannot see Just what that message Is. 
It seems rather confused to me. 

Briefly, the story Is that .Tesus 
Christ assumed the form of a dead 
preacher, or his ghost, to make a 
political speech. 

I must confess that Chase McClure 
has a stronger Imagination than I 
have. I cannot Imagine the Christ of 
the Bible, Who drew a sharp distinc¬ 
tion between the things of Ood and 
the things of Caesar, or the things of 
this world, talking like Chase Mc¬ 
Clure's Philip McGrath. Perhaps I do 
not have enough Imagination—perhaps 
I am wrong—hut It seems to me that 
it Is nothing leas than blasphemy to 
use the name of Christ—to put our 
own words Into Ills mouth. In utter 
disregard of Biblical accounts,—In 
trying to advance our own peculiar 
Ideas. 

But I don’t mean to criticize the 
story. I just want to understand It. 

"In lIKkl,” says the story, "the farm¬ 
ers had given :ip trying to Improve 
their lot." because of government re¬ 
lief work. In other words, heenuse 
men would rather work on roads for 
g(MHl wages than to work on their 
farms for nothing, they are not trying 
to improve their lot! I wish someone 
would explain this to me. 

The story presents Timothy M<'- 
Grath ns a typical victim of “depres¬ 
sion" and relief, with the explanation 
that his wife died, “cholera killed all 
Ills hogs, and cattle went to nothing.” 
with the result that "Timothy lay 
down on the Job." I cannot understanil 
how that makes Timothy a victim of 
"deiiressloii.” Such hard luck might 
come to any man In the best of times. 
.Mr. McClure fdt-gets, I sujipose, that 
most farmers have not lost their 
wives, their hogs have not been killed 
by cholera, and their cattle have not 
gone to nothing. But the earning 
ability of the.se fanners and of their 
wives, and the earning ability of their 
hogs and cattle and farms, have been 
destroyed by unjust prices—low prices 
on farm produces, high prices on 
farmers’ lu-eds. I am sure Mr. McClure 
knows this, but It does not appear 
ill Ills stor.v. 

.Much of the eoiifiisloii la Mr. .Mc¬ 
Clure’s story, as It .seems to me, lies 
ill Ills failure to distinguish hetweea 
relief doles and public work, or wor't 


paid for by the government. He who 
accepts a dole without giving anything 
Ih return may be taking charity, altho 
he probably can't help It; but he who 
aiatepts a Job and earns his wages Is 
not getting charity. If civilization 
means anything at all It means that 
every member of society has a right 
to earn an honest living; and when 
men. are deprived of this opportunity, 
civilization has broken down and we 
go back to the law of nature, "sur¬ 
vival of the fittest." Is this not true, 
Mr. McClure? 

The story condemns the iieople of 
Hogwnllow count.v lieeaiise "Instead 
of supporting the government, the gov¬ 
ernment was suptairting them!” Well, 
after all, turn about la fair play. If 
these people had been given gootl gov¬ 
ernment they could have continued to 
support It. But the government, such 
ns It was, prostituted Itself to the 
service of plutocracy, and now It Is 
paying the lienalty. 

However, I can In a way agree with 
the Impression I get from the story 
that Mr. McClure thinks It Is deplor¬ 
able that so many people have become 
so helple.ss In themselves and so de¬ 
pendent upon help from others. Yet 
I don't know whether this is an 
entirely bad thing. The trend of civil¬ 
ization Is away from lndei)endenee and 
toward InterilelHUidence. The (piestlon 
is whether we want the "rugged In¬ 
dividualism” of .savages, who take 
everything they can get by brute force 
and Is'astly cunning, nr the Intelligent 
ciMqteratlon of civilized people for the 
common gootl. 

We are told again and again, by 
the same general class of yieople who 
raise a howl whenever the government 
does anything toward equalizing so¬ 
cial conditions, that the farm problem 
Is a problem of surpluses; that the 
farmer's trouble is not that he has 
lasm too lazy, but that he has been 
too smart—that he has produced so 
much as to destrt>y the value of his 
products. Thi>refore I cannot under 
stand why the oidy remedy for this 
condition that Mr. McClure suggests 
In his story Is for the farmers to get 
back to their farms and iiroiluce still 
:nore. I cannot understanil It. The 
story sa.vs that after the ghostly 
harangue of I'hlllp .McGrath the farm¬ 
ers of Hogwnllow county “began mak 
ing themselves good times.” But tell 
me, Mr. McClure. If all the farmers 
all over the country receive new In- 
I splrntion. new ambition, and double 
their production, when they are al¬ 
ready Impoverished by large surpluses. 
Iilease exiilain to me. what will the 
farmers of Ilogwallow county do with 
their crops?

MORE TAXES 

A piece of propaganda being dis¬ 
seminated by the press bureau of the 
administration - controlletl Democratic 
state committee declares that “tho 
foremost task of the next legislature” 
Is to lay new taxes on the backs of 
Kentuckians In order to give the ad- 
minlstrntion more money to spend, 
sa.vs the Courier-Journal. 

The screeti, which Is ptibllshed as 
an cflitorlal In a number of rural Dem¬ 
ocratic papers, says that “the sit'jatlon 
demands the enactment of supple¬ 
mental revenue.” 

This Is not exactly In harmony with 
the governor's speech at Ixtxlngton a 
few days ago In which he said that 
he would recommend no new tax 
measures to the coming session of the 
general assembly of Kentucky, but, as 
the Courier-Journal says, this propa¬ 
ganda Is being circulated and pub¬ 
lished In a number of Kentucky 
papers. 

It Is well for the people to thoroly 
understand the seriousness of the 
proposition set forth hy the Democrat¬ 
ic state committee. Kentucky does not 
want any more taxes. If anything It 
wants less taxes. The people are now 
struggling under the present taxes 
which have become burdensome on 
account of the scarcity of money to 
pay them. The News believes that the 
Kentucky legislature will lie opiKistal 
to aii.v further taxes. Its principal 
tiusiness should be to reduce tho ex- 
is'ndltures of the government .so that 
the Income wouhl be sulflclent to pay 
them. It Is estimated that the deficit 
for l!».'t4 and IP-'!.-, will be .Ifi.OuO.OOd 
for each jear. 

Tennessee had a deficit of .IS.dOO.OOd 
a year and cut that entire amount out 
by legislation and put its state outside 
of the red. exceiit for Its lionded debt. 
Kentucky can do the same thing. This 
state has eighty comml.sslons. many of 
them overlapping and with overlap¬ 
ping salaries, while Tennessee has 
only ten left. 

Kentucky had better government 
uniler Bei-kham with tin- revenue not 
much more than one third of what It 
is under IjilToon. The state must re¬ 
duce expenditures and It Is up to the 
legislature to do It. The Democratic 
party Is in charge of the entire state 
government, including Isith branches 
of the legislature. If the deficit Is 
allowcrl to increase for lP.'t4 uiid IIKL 
so that It Is $12,000,010 more than It 
was when Laffoon took office, the 
clianccs arc that the people will turn 
the Democrats out and elect a Repuh- 
Ilean state ticket. Tlie responsibility 
to meet Ihi- fiimnclal conditions of the 
state rests nism tin- legislature and 
the only way to solve It Is to balanc- 
I he hudget. not by inereaslng taxe-- 
but by reducing expenditures. Tills 
kind of a cut will be "tile most unkind 
est cut of all" becaiis ■ It will burl 
many of tbc gooil Institutions of the 
state ami many of the desirable com 
missions, but It .sometimes Is nei-es- 
sary for a ship about to go down In a 
storm to throw ovcrlioard a lot of Its 
valuable cargo, and thus let tlie ship 
make port. This is the eonditiou Ibat 
Kentucky Is facing. It must aliolisli 
and gel rid of a good many Ibiiigs that 
are valuable la order that the state 
may weather this depressloii. Whlh' 
It Is a dlsagriH'Uhle task to cut down 
and cut out things that are valualde 
ami useful to the stale. It must lie 
done ill order to save tin- credit of I In¬ 
st ate.—Ell-zahethtowu News.

If a farmer who 
has been ftrowlnR tobacco moves to 
a farm where no tobacco has been 
produced for three years, he Is not 
entitled to join In the adjustment plan. 

Another provl.slon of the contract Is 
that If all. or any part, of the tolmcco 
on an Individual farm was Rvown by 
share tenants or share croppers, In 
1033, the auri'ement requires that the 
producer “shall not reduce the num- 
l)er of such tenants or croppers so 
enKOKed In 10.3.3, because of reductions 
In tobacco ncreofte and tobacco pro¬ 
duction, or because of other provisions 
in this contract.” 

A provision Is made In tho agree¬ 
ment for distributing the adjustment 
imyments to share tenants or share 
cropi)ora ns their Interests may appear. 
The rental payments will be made to 
the landowner. 

Tobacco plants grown In 103-1 on a 
farm for which a reduction agreement 
has licen signed shall not be sold or 
otherwise disposed of to any person 
not operating a farm subject to a 
tobacco reduction agreement. 

No tobacco producer operating a 
farm subject to an agreement shall 
allow the use of his tobacco buildings 
to a producer not under an agreonent. 

Land taken out of production, ac¬ 
cording to the agreement, shall be 
use<l as follows: “.All or aii.v part ma.v 
he left Idle or planled to soll-lniprov-

Causes of dllllcuU. churning; Tem¬ 
perature too low; It may Ih- necessary 
to raise It to 03 or 70 degrees. Cream 
too thin or too rich: It should bo 
about 30 iK'rcent butterfnt. Cream too 
sweet; moderate acidity makes churn¬ 
ing easier. Churn too full; It should 
not 1 h- more than a third full.

-Sicrrl Pickled Pear Salad 
Coffee Coeoanul Cream 
Nuts Coffee 

Cream of Mushroom Soup: 
Drain the mushrooms from an 8- 
ounce can, and put them through 
a grinder. Cook in top part of 
double boiler for five minutes with 
one tablespoon water, one table¬ 
spoon lemon Juice and two tea¬ 
spoons salt, li^ke a white sance 
of four tablespoons batter, four 
tablespoons flour and three caps 
milk. Add the mushrooms and 
one cup cream, and keep hot In 
double boiler. 

Fish and Fruit 

Lobster Cuilets: Make a thick 
white sauce of two tablespoons 
butter, four tablespoons flour, one 
cup milk, one-half teaspoon salt 
and one-elgbth teaspoon pepper. 
Add one egg yolk, one teaspoon 
lemon Juice and the minced con¬ 
tents of two cans of lobster, and 
let stand over night or until quite 
cold. Shape Into cntlet or chop 
shapes, dip In crumbs, then In 
egg, and then In crumbs again, 
and fry In deep fat Insert a piece 
of macaroni in the pointed ends 
to represent a beme. Serve with 
tartar sauce. 


Ssceet Pickled Pear Salad: Ar¬ 
range eight pickled pear halves 
on individnal lettuce nests. Gar¬ 
nish with one-half cup whipped 
heavy cream, one-half cup mayon¬ 
naise and one-halt cup sweet 
pickle syrup. 


A Corking Dessert 


Coffee. Cocoanut Cream: Soak 
three-fourths tablespoon gelatin tn 
four tablespoons cold water. Make 
a custard of one egg yolk, one-half 
cup brown sugar and three-fourths 
cup hot strong coffee. Add one 
tablespoon butter, poor over the 
gelatin, and stir until dissolved. 
Cool. When It begins to set, fold 
in one stiffly-beaten egg white, 
one-half cup whipped heavy cream 
and one can of moist cocoanut. 
Serve very cold plied In glasses 
with whipped cream on top. 

After this supper you'll find 
that your guests are feeling 
stronger, but that their good 
resolutions have grown unaccount¬ 
ably weaker.

They will 
receive in benefit iiaymcnts $20 aii 
acre for each acre of hurley and $12 
for each acre of ulr-eured aud tire- 
cured tohaeeo removed from produc¬ 
tion.

Grain to Cows to 
Get Milk Supply 

Amoimt of Feed Depends on 
Butterfat Test, Advises 
Dairy Expert.

The amount of grain required by ■ 
dairy cow dependi to a large extent 
on tho bntterfat teat of her milk. 
Whero hay end illage are fed liberal¬ 
ly, and when cowe era not on good 
pistnre, the following rates of grain 
feeding may be need: 

With all hays, except those of vory 
high quality, feed daily ana pound of 
grain for each threa and a half pounda 
of milk teating nndar 4 par cont In 
butterfat; ona pound of grain for each 
three pounde of milk testing from 4 to 
5 per cent; and one pound of grain to 
two and a half pounda of milk teating 
8 per cent and over. 

If a very high quality of clover or 
alfalfa ta being fed. less grain may ha 
needed and the recommendation la: 
ona pound of grain to four pounda of 
milk testing below 4 per cent; one 
pound of grain to threo and one-half 
pounda of milk teating 4 to 8 per cent; 
and one pound of grain to three pounda 
of milk teating 8 per cent or over. 

Evory gralD-fe^lng table or rule 
must be adjusted to meet the needs of 
tho Individual cow. Variation In the 
food content of certain hays should 
also be taken Into consideration. 

A good practical rule la; Feed such 
amounts of grain mixtures to produc¬ 
ing cows as will maintain dally pro¬ 
duction during the 8rat seven or eight 
months of lactation without rapid 
drops, and at the same time will keep 
the cows In at least fair physical con¬ 
dition. Grain should never be fed so 
heavily that tho value of the added 
milk will not more than pay for tho 
extra grain. 

Points Out Advantage 

of “Gassing” Borers 

Peach growers who “gassed" their 
trees a year ago with P. D. B. treat¬ 
ment for the control of peach borers 
can economise by omitting the treat¬ 
ment this fall, but all those who have 
not treated their trees for two or 
more years probably will be ahead by 
doing 80 at this season, according to 
results of a survey made by B. O. 
Chandler, entomologist of the Illinois 
atata natural history survey, In co¬ 
operation with the horticultural de¬ 
partment of the College of Agricul¬ 
ture, University of Illinois. 

The peach borer Is one of the haz¬ 
ards which has made the annuel farm 
value of Illinois’ peach crop vary from 
total failure to $4,482,000 during the 
past 21 years. Every fall growers 
puzzle over whether or not they should 
economize by omitting the treatment. 
Data collected In the survey help an¬ 
swer the question for this year. Thir¬ 
ty orchards In the largest peach area 
of the state were covered. 

Only 6.2 per cent wormy trees, a 
light Infestation, was found In ten or¬ 
chards which had been treated with 
P. D. B. at the end of the 1032 sea¬ 
son. In contrast, 36.1 per cent of the 
trees were Infested In ten orchards 
which were treated In 1031, or two 
years ago. This was almost six times 
Ihe Infestation In orchards that were 
treated a .rear ago. Over .54 per cent 
of the trees were found Infested In ten 
erchnrds which were Inst treated In 
t'.chl or earlier, or never treated at 
all. 

Give Pigs Iron 

Yniing pigs raised ont-of-dnnrs cat 
ilirt and thus get Inin Those kept In¬ 
side for several weeks after birth 
often suffer from aiiemlu due to lack 
of Iron. By dreiielilng the pigs with 
an iron solution once a week for six 
weeks, starting when they are three 
or four days old, the difficulty can be 
overcome. One-third of a teaspoonful 
of a saturated ferrous sulphate solu¬ 
tion Is a maximum dose for pigs less 
than a week old, and a full teasponnful 
for a three-weeks-old pig. The solu¬ 
tion Is made hy dissolving a pound of 
dried ferrous snlphate In ahout a 
quart of hot water. The Iron solution 
cun he given the pigs by swabbing It 
on the sow's udder. .Merely adding It 
to the feed or water Is not sufficient, 
stateil .1. p. Wlllinnn of Cornell uni¬ 
versity In discussing this problem be 
fore the American Society of Animal 
Production at Chicago recentl.v. 

Farm Boys Make Money . 

High school vocational agriculture 
stiiilents In 10.32 In spite of low price 
of farm products had financial returns 
of half a million dollars from their 
project work carried on at home as 
part of their agricultural courses. Aft¬ 
er subtracting nil expenses, these proj¬ 
ects showed a labor Income of nearly 
a quarter of a million dollars. The 
average amount earned by these 4,000 
boys was $52. These figures are pre¬ 
sented by the sta^ department of vo¬ 
cational education as Indicative of the 
trends In project work on Ohio farms. 
—Ohio Farmer. 

Groundhog Locates Lime 

A groundhog was responsible for 
the discovery of n rich deposit of lime 
now being used ns a fertilizer on 
southern Wisconsin farms, writes an 
Indianapolis News corrcsponileut. Two 
hunters found a woodchuck hole dug 
In limestone, near Elkliorn, Wls., and 
an Investigation resulted In the estab¬ 
lishment of an unemployment relief 
project at the spot. Farmers of Rock 
and Walworth counties are being sup¬ 
plied with limestone from this unex¬ 
pected supply.
